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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Kevin Gollano on January 15, 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1, line 6: the phrase "said green sheet comprising dielectrics and binder 
resin" has been added after "said green sheet;". 

Claim 1 , line 14: "as that" has been changed to "as those". 
Claim 8, line 3: "as that" has been changed to "as those". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of reference is taught by Kobayashi et al. (WO 03/036667) 
and Tokuoka et al. (EP 0923094) 

Kobayashi et al. disclose a method of making a multilayer electronic element 
comprising: 

providing a metal electrode layer on an adhesive layer on a separation layer on a 
base film; 

forming an adhesive layer on a green sheet; 
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pressing the electrode layer against the first adhesive layer on the green sheet to 

bond the electrode layer to the green sheet; 

stacking green sheets and cutting to form a green chip; and 

firing the green chip, wherein the first adhesive layer is formed on a PET film and 

transferred to the green sheet (corresponding document US 2004/0070903: paragraphs 

0009-0027). 

Tokuoka et al. disclose a method of making a multilayer electronic element 
comprising: 

providing a metal conductor layer on the separation layer of a thermal transfer 
member; 

forming an adhesive layer on the conductor layer; 

thermally transferring the adhesive layer and conductor layer to a green sheet to 
form an electrode layer on the green sheet (thus pressing an electrode layer against the 
green sheet); 

stacking green sheets and cutting to form a green chip; and 
firing the green chip (pages 4-8). 

Tokuoka et al. disclose that the transfer from which the conductor layer and 
adhesive layer are transferred to a green sheet can be formed by sequentially 
laminating on the support member a separation layer, a conductor layer and an 
adhesive layer (paragraph 0028). 
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Tokuoka et al. also disclose that the transfer from which the conductor layer and 
adhesive layer are transferred can be formed by sequentially laminating on the support 
member a separation layer, a conductor layer and an adhesive layer, thus suggesting 
that laminating an adhesive layer on the conductor layer can be used. 

However, the prior art does not teach the release layer including substantially the 
same dielectrics as those including composing the green sheet and substantially the 
same binder resin as that in the green sheet.
